A’ number of those 
present at the meeting said that 
a large portion of the artesian 
flow ‘was wasted. When it was 
not needed for irrigation it was 
permitted to run into the sloughs 
and. thence into Tulare lake. 
Later. wells were capped when 
not in use, 


No reliable count of the Arte- 
sian wells of Tulare county be- 
fore 1905 is available. It was 
quite possibly there were over 
200. In 1905 a government sur- 
vey of the San Joaquin valley 
lists 124 flowing wells in Tulare 
county, somewhat over 500 in the 
whole valley, At this same time 
there were over 3,000 in South- 
ern California, 


Increased agricultural develop- 
ment with more wells and in- 
creased pumping gradually de- 
pleted the artesian supply so that 
about 1915 the last wells ceased 
to flow. An interesting side- 
light on these wells was that 
many of them also supplied a 
small amount of inflamable gas 
which was used for lighting and 
fuel.

Roughage Cuts Down Bloat Possibility; 
Cattle Should Be Watched During Spring

Time to think about bloat is - 


before it happens. Bloat occurs 
when the gas that normally 
forms in the paunch fails to es- 
cape by belching, and according 
to theory, this condition is due 
to the lack of sufficient fiber of 
the proper type to stimulate. bel- 
ching. 

That means enough roughage 
of coarse, stemmy* nature should 
be included in the diet to over- 
come this deficiency or to pre- 
vent excess eating of succulent 
foods lacking fiber. There are 
several ways to accomplish this. 

One practice is to feed cattle, 
particularly milking cows, pala- 
table hay before turning them 
into legume pastures. Remember, 
cows on legume pastures may re- 
fuse hay unless it is of good 
quality. Cattle eat very slowly, 
so they ‘should have hay to eat 
several hours before they are 
turned into the pasture. Milking 

cows and rapidly growing ani- 
mals have stronger appetities and 
‘should be. ‘watched ‘closer for 


boalt. = 


We don’t know why bloat oc- 


curs more frequently on legumes 
than on grasses, but it does, and 
this means pastures should have 
a good proportion of grasses. 

If animals are being fattened 
on legume pasture and grain, 
then chopped hay may be mixed 
with the grain. Some lamb feed- 
ers follow this practice. 

Spring is the bad time for 
bloat, and it is suggested that 
stockmen take precausions now.

Sudan Grass 
Offers Farm Hope 


Sudan grass is the farmer’s 
best -hope of overcoming his 
shortage of forage this year, As- 
sistant Farm Advisor R. C. 
Crouch, .of Fresno county, says 
this is true under irrigated or 
dry-farming conditions. In either 
case it will produce good feed. 

Even a small amount of. green 
feed will help livestock men sup- 
plement dry feed this year. Su- 
dan grass is the- best plant to use 
for this purpose under dry-land

ture, Otherwise it may be better 
to summer fallow the land for 
this year. 


Under irrigation on good soil, 
Sudan grass should produce three 
cuttings and five to eight tons 
of hay. The best time to plant 
is when the soil has warmed 
slightly to aid germination - A- 
pril 10 through May 15. Under 
irrigated conditions Sudan grass 
is seeded with a grain drill at 
the rate of 15 to 20 pounds per 
acre.

* to importing countries and to as- 


sure markets to exporting coun- 
tries at .equitable and stable 
prices,’ are the objectives of the 


International .Wheat agreement - 


recently concluded in Washing- 
ton, The first, of its kind in his- 
tory, the agreement is the re- 
sult of many years of effort to 
stabilize the world wheat: market 
through international coopera- 
tion, 

Subject to approval of the par- 


. ticipating government, the agree- 


ment covers these points: 

1. Five year’s duration is 
provided, from August 1, 1948 
through July 31, 1953. 


2. Maximum and minimum ~ 


prices are fixed for each of the 
5 years,,. the maximum being 


» $2 per bushel for the life of the 


agreement, and the minimum be- 
ginning with $1.50 per bushel 
for 1948-49 and decreasing by 
10 cents per bushel each year to 
$1.10 for 1952-53. 

3 Canada, Australia, and 
the” United States guarantee to 
sell 500 million bushels of wheat 
(230, 85 and 185 respectively) 
annually to importing ‘‘agree- 
ment” countries at prices no 
higher than the maximum. 

4, Importing countries, 33 in 
all, guarantee to buy stated 
quantities annually totalink 500 
mfilion bushels, from the three 
exporting countries at prices no 
lower than the minimum. 

5. Countries are free to trade 
in wheat at prices above the 
ceiling or below the floor pro- 
vided obligations under’ the 
agreement are carried out. 

6. Lower maximum prices 
and higher minimums for the
